Britain. Backs 
French Plan 
For A-Testing 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. IIÍPD 
—Britain gave its support to­ 
day to French plans to hold nu­ 
clear tests in the Sahara Desert 
next spring. 
Against a storm of protest 
from the Arab countries, fear­ 
ful of radioactive fallout from 
the planned tests in the deso­ 
late “Desert of Thirst’’ in Al­ 
geria. British Minister of State 
David Ormsby-Gore said Brit­ 
ain was satisfied with the safe­ 
ty precautions France has set 
up. 
The United States has taken 
no position on the Sahara 
blasts, but French sources said 
they counted on Washington’s 
support as well. 
“An atomic test of the mag- 
n ! t u d e 
described by Mr. 
(French Delegate Jules) Moch, 
conducted in the Sahara with 
precautions will not damage the 
health of the peoples of the 
African states,” Ormsby-Gore 
said. 
He said Britain found at its 
Australian test site that radio­ 
activity decreased sharply with 
distance. 
“In Australia,” Ormsby-Gore 
said, “the nearest town was 
only 62 miles “from the testing 
site. The French site is 75 
miles from the nearest inhabit­ 
ed oasis.” 
Liberian Ambassador Henry 
Ford Cooper, however, express­ 
ed fear that the Sahara atomic 
test would bring further, ex­ 
plosions.

Bus Line Suit 
Plaintiff Faces 
Perjury Count 


A Novato woman, who sued 
Western Greyhound Lines for 
$110,000 damages for injuries 
she claimed she suffered while 
getting off a bus, today faced 
a perjury charge for allegedly 
giving false information on the 
witness stand two weeks ago 
Dist. Atty. William O. Weis- 
sich filed a perjury complaint 
against Mrs. Shirley J. Wisener, 
who sued the bus company over 
an incident of Jan. 1, 1958. 


CITED INJURIES 
She contended she suffered 
injuries to her spine, back, head 
and legs because the bus com­ 
pany was careless and negli­ 
gent. 
During a jury trial, 
tvhich 
opened on Oct. 21 before Judge 
Richard M. Sims, sitting in Ma­ 
rin Superior Court, Mrs. Wise­ 
ner testified that, before the 
bus accident, she had never had 
any back or headache trouble, 
blackouts or neck trouble. 


PREVIOUS AILMENTS 
A l t o r neys for Greyhound 
produced Veterans Administra­ 
tion records showing Mrs. Wise­ 
ner claimed blackouts, 
head­ 
aches and backaches in 1954, 
and claimed she suffered the 
injuries in 1943 while working 
for the Marine Corps. 
As soon as these facts were 
revealed, Mrs. Wisener’s attor­ 
ney, Jerome A. Duffy, 
asked 
for dismissal of the case. Judge 
Sims dismissed the jury and 
referred the case to the dis­ 
trict attorney for investigation 
of possible perjury. 
Weissich issued a warrant of 
arrest for Mrs. Wisener today. 
Conviction of perjury carries a 
maximum penalty of one to 14 
years in prison. 


Larkspur's plans for de­ 
velopment of a municipal 
yacht harbor moved into 
high gear last night, but the 
city’s chance of obtaining 
state loan at only 3 per cent 
interest appeared less hopeful 
than before.

It said 
the state agency anticipates 
that projects qualifying for 
loans by the Nov. 16 deadline 
“will nearly deplete the five 
million dollars made available 
from the special investment 
fund at 3 per cent interest. 
“Accordingly,” 
S t e v e n s 
wrote, “applicants that expect 
to qualify for their loans after 
that date should compute their 
annual loan repayment costs at 
4, 
and 5 per cent interest 
when estimating annual (harbor 
expenses.”

Congress Urged To 


Make It U.S. Crime 


WASHINGTON UP)—The National Broadcasting Co. 
called on Congress today to make it a federal crime to 
rig television quiz shows. 
This position was taken before a House subcom­ 
mittee by NBC president Robert E. Kintner. 
He said NBC was just as much deceived as the pub­ 
lic in the current quiz show 
^ 
scandals. He insisted, as the 
networks have previously, that 
NBC had no knowledge the 
shows had been fixed. 
“If we had known we would 
have stopped it,” Kintner told 
the House Legislative Oversight 
Subcommittee. 
Earlier today, the Columbia 
Broadcasting System was ac­ 
cused of not moving promptly 
to investigate reports of TV 
quiz show rigging. 
The accusation was made by 
George Abrams, a former vice 
president of Revlon, Inc., spon­ 
sor of the now defunct shows, 
“$64,000 Question” and “$64,- 
000 Challenge,” in testimony 
before the House Legislative 
Oversight Subcommittee. 
Abrams testified under oath 
that two cases of alleged quiz 
show fixing were brought to 
the attention of CBS “and noth­ 
ing happened.” 
Abrams first alluded to “a 
whitewash,” but quickly added: 
“Maybe that’s a severe term. 
They were dragging their feet.”

Ft. Cronkhite on the Marin 
coast has been equipped with 
Nike Hercules missiles to com­ 
plete a line of 14 Army Air 
Defense stations combat-ready 
with the atomic thunderbolts 
from Mexico to Canada, 6th 
Region Army Air Defense Com­ 
mand at Ft. Baker disclosed 
today. 
Cronkhite is the fourteenth 
site on the Pacific Coast to re­ 
ceive sufficient supplies of the 
nation’s most powerful anti­ 
aircraft missiles to be ready to 
strike back at any invader, said 
Maj. Gen. E. J. McGaw, 6th 
Region commander. 
“And when we say we’re 
combat-ready,” added a spokes­ 
man at General McGaw’s head­ 
quarters, “we mean we’re ready 
with a re-supply—not just one 
or two missiles.” 
Four of Marin’s Nike sites 
are included in the chain hav­ 
ing the Hercules, the Air De­ 
fense announced. The fifth, 
Angel Island, w ill remain 
equipped with the non-atom ic 
Nike Ajax “for the time being ” 
This means that beneath the 
the hills at Santa Venetia, Ft. 
Barry, Ft. Baker and Ft. Cronk­ 
hite are stored explosives more 
powerful than any known in 
past wars and with capabilities 
undreamed of a few years ago. 
General McGaw listed some 
of those capabilities: 
The Hercules can destroy 
not only single aircraft, “but 
entire formations of enemy 
planes.” 
It has high-altitude capability 


far beyond that of any other 
air defense weapon—more than 
28 miles high. 
It has destroyed targets fly­ 
ing at more than 1.800 miles 
per hour at altitudes from 1,000 
feet to more than 150,000 feet 
“In fact,” said the general, 
“the full altitude capability of 
Hercules has never been tested 
because of a lack of suitable 
targets.” 
It has a ground-to-air range 
of 75 miles. And it can be fired 
also as a ground-to-ground mis, 
sile, with a 100-mile range in 
this role. 
In its tests to date, Hercules 
has scored 85 per cent Kills on 
targets all the way to a “Pogo- 
type” parachute target at 150^ 
000 feet altitude.

The voting seemed to 
run the other way in Scott 
Highlands, judging from a pe­ 
tition of protest bearing 18 
signatures which was present­ 
ed to the city council. 
It seems there are restric­ 
tive covenants governing Scott 
Highlands property. Any buy­ 
er must subscribe to them Set 
up to see that he does is the 
architectural committee of the 
Highlands Assn. 
COMMITTEE VIEW 
Although the city planners 
approved the variances for Dr. 
Stoltze:'s garage (which he said 
was to cost $8,000), the High­ 
lands Assn. committee very 
definitely did not. Harry Per- 
lis of 17 Glen drive, its chair­ 
man, made that plain to the 
council. The committee felt 
Stoltze could alter his plans so 
that no variance would be ne­ 
cessary, said Perlis. 
More emotional about the 
matter was Wilbur M. Allis, 
Stoltze’s next-door neighbor at 
19 Heather way, who wrote a 
three-page single-spaced type­ 
written letter to the council 
and appeared in person. He 
said the four-foot sideline var­ 
iance granted Stoltze would 
create an alleyway between 
their two houses. The real 
estate firm that holds his mort­ 
gage told him it plans to look 
very carefully at future Scott 
Highlands loans if variances 
are to be granted there, he re­ 
ported. 
Councilman Peter H. Be hr 
urged at length and with great 
tact that Stoltze/' just to be 
neighborly, should try to alter

“This is a problem where 
they (the high school! should 
clean house, and they are un­ 
willing to accept the responsi­ 
bility . . . Even the children at 
the elementary' schools are able 
to police themselves crossing 
the street... These high school 
students are supposed to be 


under the discipline of the 
people who are being paid — 
and we have to suggest to Mr. 
Carlisle that he approach the 
student government/’ 
H eartily agreeing, Mayor 
Robert D. Huber suggested: 
“Why can’t we write a letter 
direct to the student govern­ 
ment? . . . Let's put it right in 
their lap, without going through 
channels up above.”

He said the second incident 
was the story told the next fall 
by the Tennessee minister, Rev. 
Charles E. Jackson, that he had 
been coached, on actual ques­ 
tions and answers. 
Nonetheless, the show stay­ 
ed on the air, Abrams continu­ 
ed. One of the things which 
tended to reassure networks 
and sponsors, he testified, was 
a news survey which he said in 
effect cleared the shows. 
Abrams described fixing of 
the “$64.000” shows as an act 
of desperation to save them 
from, plummeting viewer rat­ 
ingsAbrams indicated that Mar­ 
tin Revson, former executive 
vice president of Revlon, may 
not have 'been aware that the 
destiny of contestants was de­ 
cided in meetings between pro­ 
ducers and the sponsor. 
Revson had. declared, emphat­ 
ically earlier that Revlon, a 
cosmetics producer, had no 
idea that any hanky-panky was 
occurring on the big-money 
quiz programs.

Big Political Year 


Ahead In California 


(A year from now, up­ 
wards of 6 million Califor­ 
nians will turn out to decide 
not only their choice for 
president but issues of far- 
reaching importance to the 
state. We present the first 
of a 3 part series discussing 
the background of the cam­ 
paign.)

SACRAMENTO UR — Polit­ 
ical activity is booming in the 
Golden State for what prom­ 
ises to be a momentous elec­ 
tion year. 
Republicans, f i g h t i n g a 
comeback battle, are going to 
schools of politics to learn 
such things as “How to Get 
Out The Vote." Democrats 
arp flocking to similar work­ 
shops. 
Both parties are busy with 
fund-raising affairs. T h e s e 
range from fiestas and gar­ 
den parties to dinners w-here 
the tariff has been as high as 
$1.00Q-a-plate. 
Hardly a week goes by with­ 
out the appearance of a na­ 
tional political figure — here 
to survey his chances in the 
second largest state and line 
up support in the presidential 
race. 


IN THE YEAR ahead, Cali­ 
fornia will see: 
Its first state election in 
four decades without the odd­ 
ity of cross-filing in the pri­ 
mary . . . 
The color and hoop-la of the 
Democratic national conven­ 
tion in Los Angeles . . . 
A critical battle for legisla­ 
tive control, looking ahead to 
1961 re-apportionment and a 
probable increase in Califor­ 
nia congressmen from 30 to 
37. 
An undoubtedly h e a t e d 
campaign on a 134 billion dol­ 
lar bond issue to start work 
on the state-wide water plan. 
All this, you might say, and 
maybe California presidential 
candidates, too. 


VICE PRESIDENT Nixon, 
once a congressman f r o m 
Whittier and then California's 
júnior senator,, leads the field 


for the Republican nomina- 
tion. 
Gov. 
Brown 
conceivably 
could be in the running for 
the Democratic bid. At the 
least, he'll be a favorite son 
candidate for the sake of sew­ 
ing up the state's delegation. 
California 
will 
send 
its 
largest delegation yet — 162 
delegates with 81 votes — to 
the 
Democratic 
convention 
next July. This is a gain of 13 
over 1956 when California was 
pledged to Adlai Stevenson. 
The Republicans will have 
at least 70 votes for the GOP 
gathering in Chicago, follow­ 
ing the Democratic session in 
July. Both delegations will be 
topped only by New York. 
At present, C a l i f o r n i a 
shapes up as a private pre­ 
serve. That is, organization 
Republicans are solidly be­ 
hind Nixon. And the Demo­ 
crats appear to be united be­ 
hind Brown. 


REPEAL OF the cross-filing 
law by the 1959 Democratic- 
controlled Legislature w i l l 
change the entire flavor of 
the state primary next spring. 
No longer will candidates 
be ablt to try for and, in many 
cases, win both nominations. 
A Democrat will appear only 
on the Democratic ballot; a 
Republican on the Republican 
Both parties have assigned 
a high priority to legislative 
elections. Both houses are now 
Democratic. If the Democrats 
can maintain their edge, they 
will control the every-Í0-years 
reappórtionment of legislative 
districts in 1961. 
The Republicans had the 
votes in 1951, and carved up 
many Assembly and congres­ 
sional districts in a way to 
help Republicans win. The 
state is expected to gain seven 
congressmen on the basis of 
population gains shown in the 
1960 census. 
The redistricting question is 
important enough to prompt 
George Milias, Jr., Republican 
state chairman, to declare: 
“Recapture of legislative con­ 
trol will be our No. 1 objec­ 
tive" in the 1960 election».

Joe Welch, the brilliant 
Massachusetts l a w y e r who 
achieved national fame at the 
Army-McCarthy hearings, told

Public Soon May Demand Honesty 


In Candidate Quiz Performances 


WASHINGTON — It seems 
to me there are two more 
things-whlch need to be said 
about the TV quiz show scan­ 
dals before Congress wxaps 
up its remarkable effective 
investigation and says to the 
networks: Clean house, * or 
else! 
One is commendation. The 
other is a friendly w-arning to 
the politicians. 
Dr. Frank Stanton, presi­ 
dent of CBS, deserves to be 
commended for i n s t a n t l y 
sensing that the rigged per­ 
formances — using deceit and 
deception to invade our homes 
— constituted a crisis of pub­ 
lic confidence for the whole 
TV industry and for initiating 
beginning reforms. 
Philip Cortney, chairman 
of the International Chamber 
of Commerce, deserves praise 
for taking a lead in focusing 
responsibility on business it­ 
self as the intended benefi­ 
ciary of the quiz show racket 
and for urging all business­ 
men to join in ac “Hands-Off* 
Entertainment Code." 


DR. STANTON a n d M r. 
Cortney know that the rigged 
quiz shows have been playing 
with fire which could bum 
up their most precious pos­ 
session, 
public 
confidence. 
The networks will have noth­ 
ing to sell and business noth­ 
ing to buy if they alienate the 
audiences they most want to 
win. 
Mr. Cortney, as president of 
Coty, Inc., is a businessman 
concerned with public atti­ 
tudes toward selling practices 
and he makes this appeal: 
“We propose that business­ 
men who utilize television for 
their 
advertising 
adopt 
a 
Hands - Off - Entertainment 
Code. .Government mterence 
in entertainment is not the 
answer. Censorship is not the 
American way. Let the busi­ 
nessmen be concerned only 
with honestly selling t h e i r 
product? and services. Let the 
networks and stations be re­ 
sponsible for the entertain­ 
ment "and editorial content." 
Surely this is a policy which 
the networks would welcome. 
It places responsibility for re­ 
form where it belongs. 


Most people seem to feel 
that the Congerssional investi­ 
gators have done a first-rate- 
job, breaking through the say- 
nothing-admit-nothing 
radia­ 
tion belt with which some key 
witnesses surrounded them­ 
selves when appearing before 
the New York grand jury. 


Bl T AREN'T the politicians 
— or many of them — being 
just a little smug, even a little 
too light-hearted, in a prema­ 
ture way, at alerting millions 
of viewers to the fake spon­ 
taneity of rigged quiz shows? 
Isn’t this going to alert mil­ 
lions of voters to the faked 
spontaneity of a lot of rigged 
campaign quiz shows? 
Having persuaded the net­ 
works — and the viewers — 
that the entertainment quiz 
shows ought not to be sur­ 
reptitiously rehearsed and the 
questioners furnished ques­ 
tions or answers or both in 
advance, isn’t it just one short 
step away to persuading the 
voters- that campaign q u i z 
shows ought not to be sur­ 
reptitiously rehearsed a n d 
that the candidates ought to 
give up enlisting tame sup­ 
porters as their questioners 
and abandon their answer 
cards? 


I am not referring to “Meet 
the Press” “Face the Nation," 
“Youth Wants to Know" and 
other such press conferences 
which have always been on 
the level. I am not suggesting 
that there are no candidates 
for public office who are able 
to handle close questioning off 
the-cuff. But there has been 
fancily staged fakery in cam­ 
paign quiz shows just as in the 
entertainment quiz shows and 
the purpose has been the 
same — to sell a product, the 
candidate 


If the public is going to 
demand — and get — real­ 
ism and honesty in the en­ 
tertainment quiz perform­ 
ances, isn’t the public soon 
likely to demand realism 
and honesty from the cam­ 
paign quiz performances? 


And if the political public 
demands it hard enough, it 
will have to heeded.

OSLO, Norway (UPÜ — Philip 
Noel-Baker, a British Labor 
Party member of Parliament 
who has campaigned vigorously 
for more than 30 years, won 
the Nobel Peace Prize today. 
The Norwegian Storting (Par­ 
liament! 
awarded 
the 
prize, 
which carries a cash award of 
$42,602, to the 70-year-old elder 
statesman of the British Labor 
Party without listing a specific 
reason for his selection. 
But Noel-Baxer, descended 
from a family with Quaker and 
pacifist traditions, had devoted 
the greater part of his life to 
working for international peace 
and cooperation. 
He was instrumental in 
founding the League of Nations 
and was one of the earliest 
members of its secretariat. He 
also was a moving spirit in 
founding the United Nations. 
He was a British delegate to 
the first and second U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly sessions, part of 
the long list of international 
peace-making and disarmament 
conferences in which he took 
part. 
Noel-Baker climaxed his 30- 
year struggle for disarmament 
last year with a book outlining 
a comprehensive “program for 


world disarmament.” The book, 
called “The Arms Race,*’ made 
sweeping proposals for gradual 
abandonment of all classes of 
weapons. 
He carried on his campaign 
hand in hand with a political 
career in Britain which took 
him to the highest ranks of the 
Labor Party. 


Once chairman of the party, 
he hús been a member of the 
party’s “shadow cabinet”—men 
who would hold office if the 
party won control of the gov­ 
ernment—since 1951. He has 
served in Parliament since 
! 1929. 
One other international body 
on which Noel-Baker has had 
long service is the Olympic 
Games Council. 1 3 has been a 
member since 1924, after hav­ 
ing captained the British Olym­ 
pic teams in 1920 and 1924 and 
having represented Britain as 
a runner in the games of 1912.

Expect Record Crowd For Redwood-Tam Tilt Saturday 


Top Stars In Action As 
Title Race Reaches Peak 


By JIM GILMARTIN 
The largest crowd of the Marin County Athletic 
League season—perhaps more than 6,000—is expected 
jam College of Marin Stadium in Kentfield Saturday 
night for one of the most attractive football presentations 
of the year — Redwood’s undefeated Giants against the 
dangerous Tamalpais Indians. 
Rated co-favorites for the 
first MCAL grid pennant in 
pre-season forecasts, these bit­ 
ter rivals are still rated a toss- 
up for their long-awaited clash, 
although 
Redwood possesses 
the better won-lost record of 
six straight victories to Tam’s 
3-3 mark. In league play, how­ 
ever, Redwood holds only a 
game advantage over its south­ 
ern cousin with a 3-0 mark to 
Tam’s 21-. 
Statisticians have come up 
with some interesting figures 
on Redwood, revealing either 
the Giants have played much 
weaker opponents or they own 
the greatest defensive unit this 
side of the Iron Curtain. Red­ 
wood’s six foes have scored a 
total of 31 points and have gain­ 
ed a total of only 324 yards— 
or an average of 54 a game. 
EMBRY DANGEROUS 
Offensively the Giants have 
rolled up 1,208 yards, or about 
200 per game. Of this offensive 
record, halfback Curtis Embry 
has personally accounted for 
405 yards on 70 rushing plays 
or 5.8 average per carry. Em­ 
bry, a great broken field run­ 
ner who is especially danger­ 
ous on kickoff and punt re­ 
turns, has scored seven touch­ 
downs 
and 
one PAT for 43 
points. 
Tam Coach Jim Hanretty has 
been drilling his Indians on de­ 
fense against punt and kickoff 
returns this week, showing re­ 
spect for Embry’s explosive­ 
ness. 
While Redwood’s main wea­ 
pon appears to be defense. 
Tam's is just the opposite. The 
Indians, featuring such speed 
burners as Ray Edwards., Pat 
Morgan and Russ Cook, can ex­ 
plode from any point on the 
field and usually do once or 
twice a game. 
EDWARDS’ RECORD 
For example. Edwards’ eight 
touchdowns this season, 
high 
fof the county, have covered 
such distances as 93, 85, 83, 79, 
72, 49, 37 and 18 yards. His 
running figures are 519 yards 
in only 48 carries for a 10.8 
average. 
Is 
he dangerous?

WASHINGTON If* — Feder­ 
al mediators said today man­ 
agement and union officials are 
in an absolute deadlock on a 
key issue in the steel strike.

HURTING IN THE CITIES 
Vote Results Gloomy 
From GOP Standpoint 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON «■) — The Re­ 
publicans'’ analysis of Tuesday’s 
local elections gives them little 
encouragement to hope for re­ 
gaining control of the House 
in 1960. 
Although the scattered elec­ 
tions offered little advanced 
light on next year’s contest for 
the presidency, with, some ex­ 
ceptions they seemed to recon­ 
firm today a situation dis­ 
appointing to the GOP: 
The Republicans still are 
hurting politically in the cities. 
Their own strategists had said 
an urban revolt fed the Demo­ 
cratic congressional, landslide 
in 1958. 
Democratic Chairman Paul 
M. Butler said the elections re­ 
affirmed what he called a man­ 
date given his party in 1958 
and demonstrated the “vigor­ 
ous good health of the Demo­ 
cratic party as it prepares the 
momentous campaign of 1960.” 
Sen. Thrust on B. Morton (R- 
Ky.), the Republican National 
Chairman, sized it up this way: 
“M o d e s t Republican net 
gains in New York, New7 Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, Massachu­ 


setts and Ohio. 
Roughly a 
.stand-off in. Connecticutt. In In­ 
diana., Republicans had a state­ 
wide gain of six mayoralties, 
but despite this net figure, 
showed net losses in cities of 
25,000 and over. 
“In my own state of Ken­ 
tucky an expected Democratic 
split did not materialize and 
the Democrats wron the election 
according to form. 
“All in ail I think the Repub­ 
licans have every reason to 
look confidently toward I960.’* 
Republicans long ago gave 
up any practical hope of regain­ 
ing control of the Senate next 
year. They believed, however, 
if they could increase their ur­ 
ban strength a win by their 
presidential nominee c o u l d 
bring the House back under 
their management. 
But Tuesday’s return indicat­ 
ed the Republicans were stag­ 
ing a noteworthy comeback 
only in. upstate New York 
cities. There Gov. Nelson. A, 
Rockefeller took a personal 
hand in successful campaign to 
return Auburn to GOP controL 
Outside of New York, how­ 
ever, the Republicans picture 
bore mostly a gloomy tint.

Council Action 
On Hilarita 
Sewage Decried 


“We’re in a desperate situa­ 
tion now,” Bert Klahn, execu­ 
tive 
director of 
the 
Marin 
County Housing Authority, de­ 
clared today in reference to de­ 
cision by the Belvedere City 
Council Monday night that Hil- 
arita housing project would 
have to find another means of 
::w age disposal by Dec. 1. 
The housing authority has 
had an agreement wrhereby 
sewage from the p r o j e c t is 
pumped mto the Belvedere sys­ 
tem. Klann had hoped the city 
council would approve a plan 
of his which would mean in­ 
stallation of a new $5,000 line 
to the Belvedere system, and 
discontinuance of the Hilarity 
automatic laundry. 


PIMPED INTO BAY 
The sewage is pumped by 
Belvedere into the bay, un­ 
treated. 
“We’ve got 120 f a m i l i e s 
there and we have to do some­ 
thing for them, 
d e c l a r e d 
Klahn. “They (Belvedere) just 
can't put a plug in our line on 
Dec. 1 and let it go at that. 
Neither can we give those fami­ 
lies eviction notices.” 
Prior to tying into the Belve­ 
dere system, the project used 
a septic tank, since condemned 
by the Marin County Health 
i. ipartm ent. Klahn said that to 
use that system again, permis­ 
sion would have to be granted 
by the health authorities, and 
lie does not see that in the off­ 
ing. 


FLOW INTO BAY 
Also, he said, that w o u l d 
mean the overflow would go 
into Richardson Bay. He noted 
this is being done in nearby 
areas by small private subdivi­ 
sions. 
The Tiburón Sanitary Dis­ 
trict, he said, has told the au­ 
thority its plant cannot take on 
the extra load. Cost of a sewage 
system for Hilarita alone has 
proved prohibitive. 
“I don’t w?ant to give the im­ 
pression that the Tiburón dis­ 
trict and Belvedere haven’t 
been cooperative, because they 
have. They just can't serve us,” 
Klahn said. 
Klahn noted the Belvedere 
city attorney said the author­ 
ity might b r i n g suit against 
Belvedere if the city shuts off 
the sewage outflow. 
“The authority would be re­ 
luctant to do this,” Klahn said, 
“but it might be our only way 
out.”
